CAPITAL NOTES 



Reform Convention at Ottawa— The 
Opposition Leader Opens tho 
Reform Club. 

Speeches by Hon. Messrs. Mowat and 
Lougley— Tho Speakers Pro- 
fess Conlhiencc. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, J une 19. — Hon. Mr. Laurier had a 
very cordial reception on hiB arrival. 
About '200 Ottawa Liberals assembled to 
welcome their chief, and gave their lender 
three rousing cheers as ho alighted from the 
train. Aid. McLean, president of the Re- 
form Association, read an address of wel- 
come, which thanked Hon. Mr. Laurier for 
Boleoting Ottawa us the seat of the con- 
vention. It continued) " We fervently 
hope that the convention which you have 
come hero to meet will so conduct its de- 
liberations as to strengthen and support 
you in the arduous conflict in which you are 
engaged to give a puicr and hotier Govern- 
ment to our Dominion; to break away the 
fetters which hold tho heat energies of our 
laud in bondage and the forces of greed and 
monopoly," 

^' r . Laurier replied, thanking his friends 
for his reception, which, was t|uite an unex- 
pected pleasure. He was sure he would 
meet with a hearty reception by the 
Liberals of Ottawa, but did not look for 
such an enthusiastic reception as that 
which had been accorded him. For this he 
thanked them most sincerely, and more 
especially for the kind words spoken of him 
— words that he would strive in future to 
merit as ho had always striven in the past. 
It wub not without reason that Ottawa had 
been chosen as tho place for hold ing this 
convention, and he hoped that in tho next 
few days a blow would L>o struck towards 
relieving the country from the bondage to 
which it had long been subjected. Hi! did 
not profess to he a prophet, but if he could 
read aright the signs of tho time, the day 
of Liberal triumph was certain and that in 
tho very near future. He would always 
keep a warm spot in his heart for the 
peoplo of Ottawa, whose welcome ho had so 
often experienced. Many kindnesses had 
been extended to him, not only by tho Lib- 
erals of tho city, but by the Conservatives. 
For tli is ho was ever grateful. When the 
day came, as it would soon dome, that the 
Liberal party should hold the reiriB of power, 
it would lie his effort and that of his col- 
leagues, to do what ho could for Ottawa to 
make it attractive and tho centre of intel- 
lectual as well as Bouial and political life — 
to make tliifl city the Washington of tho 
North. After this clever bid for Ottawa 
votes the gathering dispersed, Mr. Laurier 
driving to tho hotel. Tho Convention to- 
morrow will he hold in the Rideau Kink, 
which seats 4, 000 penpli The original in- 
tention of free admission has been changed, 
and persons must have tickets from tho 
secretary. 

Attorney-General Longley and Mr. Wat- 
son, of Winnipeg, also spoke, and the pro- 
ceedings terminated. 

The event of the evening was the opening 
of the new Reform Club by Mr. Laurier, 
who congratulated tho Reformers present 
on the outlook for the success of the con- 
vention. Already ho thought he saw the 
handwriting on tho wall. Hotter days were 
about to dawn for the Dominion, for w hen 
the present Government went down, and 
their principles with them, a better day 
must dawn. Alluding to a remark of the 
chairman, he said it was true that tho 
Liberal leader should Te a member of tho 
mujority, that he should be of English 
stock ; but his friends had said no, and ho 
was there at their wish. (Cheers.) He 
concluded by declaring the olub open. 

Hon. Mr. Mowat, being called on, made a 
pleasant speech. He said there were signs 
of a reaction against tho present Govern- 
ment. Ho believed the country would give 
Mr. Laurier a majority, when they would 
get a government, for tho Dominion as good 
as Ontario now had. (Laughter.) 

Attorney-General Longley said that there 
were tokens in the Maritime Provinces that 
tho people there felt tho necessity of a 
change of administration at Ottawa, for a 
better trade policy and for the belter do 
velopmeut of tho unrivalled resources of 
this great country. Although at last ide> 
tion they were defeated so badly in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, he could tell 
them that the Liberals had been at their 
posts and had fought a hard tight, but wore 
overpowered by influences to which it was 
needless to refer. There was no man in 
Canada under whom they would rather 
march to battle than Mr. Laurier. V\ hen 
the struggle came he could assure them that 
a supporter of Mr. Laurier would be nom- 
inated in every constituency in the mari- 
time provinces, and every effort put forth lo 
secure victory. 

After speeches from chief whip Suther- 
land and Hon Robert Watson, of Manito- 
ba, the proceedings closed. 

Among the stalwarts of tho Liberal parly 
already in town are : Hon. W. Laurier, 
his first Lieutenants, David Mills and L, H. 
Davios, together with tho other shining 
lighls in the parly, such as Premier Field- 
ing, Attorney-General Longley, Hon. A. (1. 
Jones, Wtn. Ross and Larry Power, of Hal- 
ifax ; Robert Watson, from Winnipeg, J. 
D. Edgar, Wm. Mulock, Robert Jaffray 
and J. S. Willison, of Toronto ; J. I. Tarte; 
Premier Peters, D. Laird and IS. Rodgors, 
of Prince Edward Island ; ,lus. MoPherson, 
Cape Breton ; J. \V. Carmichael, ex-M.F., 
Pictou, and a host of others. The local

"GRAND TRUNK'S" RISING. 

Reports From Montreal as to "it Deal" 
Cause Stock to Advance. 

LONDON, dune 19. — ReportB from Mon- 
treal that George Gould, L. J. Forget, Dun- 
can Mclntyre, and others, were negotia- 
ting for a controlling interest in tho Grand 
Trunk railway, have been published here. 
Some London financiers profess to believe 
it will result in something in the way of the 
change indicated ; but there is a difference 
of opinion on that point. Mclntyre left for 
Paris, early yesterday morning. Grand 
Trunk stocks rising. 

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 



Ollicial Kig-nres in Several Berlin 
Constituencies- Serious Radi- 
cal Losses. 

Important Gains by the Social Demo- 
crats—Comparisons of 
Returns. 



Berlin, June 19. — In Eiehtett, Prof. 
Scaedler, Clerical, was elected to succeed 
himself. Tho ollicial figures in the Berlin 
constituorcies where new ballots will be 
necessury, were published to day. They are: 

Berlin, first division — Herr Lagerhuuna, 
Rhhterist, 5,270 votes; Herr Taetero, 
Social Democrat, 4,068 votea. Compared 
with the first ballot in 1890, theso figures 
show a Social Democratic gain of 481, and a 
Radical loss of 1,40-1. 

Second division — Herr Firchcr, Social 
Democrat, 26,664; Prof. Virchow, Richter- 
tiat, 14,59-t Compared with tho first bal- 
lot in 1S90, these figures show a Social 
Democratic gain of 6,442, and a Radical 
loss of 3,691. 

Third division — Herr Vogther, Social 
Democrat, 14,7-19 ; Herr Muckct, Richter- 
ist, 7,919. Compared with the first ballot 
in 1S90, these (Lures show a Social Demo- 
cratic gain ot 4.72 and a Radical loss of 017. 

Fifth division — Herr Schmedit, Social 
Democrat, 9,729 : Dr. Baumbaeh, Riehter- 
iat, 7 840 Compared with the first ballot 
in 1X90, these figures show a Social Demo 
cratie gain of 2,495 and a Radical loss of 
2,219. 

From the two districts were elections were 
secured the ollicial returns are : Rerlin, 4th 
division, Paul Singer, Social Democrat. 
40, .'1515; Eugen Riohter, 9, 70S. Compared 
With the ballot in 1S90 these figures show a 
Democratic gain of 5,047 and a Radical loss 
of 4,499. 

Sixth division — Wilhelm Liebnecht, 51,- 
694; Dr. Schmidt, Conservative, 15,338. 
Compared with the ballot of 1890 these fig- 
urea show a Soeial Democratic gain of 9,295. 

In five districts the Radicals lost 13,241. 



RANK KAILDRES. 

Several Hunks In Oregon Suspend Owing to 
the Prevailing Monetary Stringency. 

ALBANY, Ore. June 19.— Linn County Bank 
closed its doors, this morning, with the fol- 
lowing notice: " Owing to the stringency in 
tho money markot the bank hereby sus- 
pends payment. By order of the directors. 
Depositors will bo paid dollar for dollar 
with a large surplus." J. L. Cowan, presi- 
dent of the bank, says the deposits amount 
to about §150,000, and that the assets will 
will exceed tho liabilities by 880,000 to 
$100,000. J. A. Crawford, tho wealthieat 
citizen in Albany, and one of tho directors, 
says he will personally guarantee every de- 
positor. Among tho deposits is §33,000 of 
the county's money, $17,000 of which has 
been apportioned to the public schools. No 
official statement has been made. Tho 
branch of tho Linn County Bank at Leba- 
non also closed its doors this morning. At 
noon tho Bank of Oregon also closed its 
doors. Cashier Jay W. Blaino Bays 
the assets are tifly per cent, 
more than the liabilities. Tho amount of 
deposits is small. lioth failures wore 
caused by the steady withdrawal of deposits 
for several weeks. Thero were $11,000 in 
cash in tho vaults of the bank. A telegram 
from Scio states that tho Bank of Scio 
closed its doots upon hearing of tho closing 
of the Linn County Bank, of which it is a 
branch. 



WASHINGTON'S DISASTER. 

Verdict, of the Coroner's Jury— Criminal Neg- 
ligence on the Part of Certain 
Individuals. 

Washington, June 19. — The coroner's 
jury investigating the Folds' theatre 
disaster, haa brought in a vordiet 
holding Col. F. U. Ainsworth, Con- 
tractor Dant, Superintendent Covert 
and Engineer Asser responsible for tho 
deaths of tho victims, by reason of criminal 
negligence on their parts. 

Borden Murder Trial. 

Nkw BEDFORD, Mass., Juno 19. — To day 
ex-Governor Robinson addressed the jury for 
tho defence, contending that thero was no 
direct evidence against Miss Borden. Tho 
doctors had also disagreed as to the instru- 
ment with which tho murder was com- 
mitted. At threo o'clock, tho ex-Governor 
closed his address, and District Attorney 
linowlton bogan to sum up for tho prosecu- 
tion.

WELCOME liOYAL ARTHUR! 



The New Flagship of the Squadron 
Arrives in Esquimalt 81. Days 
from Portsmouth. 



Uneventful but Pleasant Voyage- 
Fastest Trip of the Kind 
on Record.

H.M.S. Royal Arthur, the new fltghip of 
tho Pacific squadron, arrived at Esquimult 
yesterday afternoon about 2 o'clock, after a 
pleasant voyage from England, in which she 
broke all records and established herBolf as 
tho llyer of tho lleet, by making the quickest 
time ever made by a warship from the Old 
Country to British Columbia. 

The Royal Arthur left Portsmouth on the 
18th of March, and arriving here on the 
19th of Juno, was just eighty-four days out. 
Tho actual steaming time was sixty-four 
days, the balance being taken up in stop- 
pages at the various porta of call on the 
Pacific Coast, principally in South America. 
The Warspite on her way home 
was passed in the straits of Ma- 
gellan, all well on board. The 
Melpomene was spoken further up, off the 
Chilian coast, and the Pheasant was in 
Coquimbo, The Melpomene will not, iu nil 
probability, bo back here until she comes to 
pay off, but the Pheasant will bo up this 
fall. The voyage was an uneventful one, 
except for its quicknesB. No heavy wea- 
ther was encountered, and everything went 
uloug smoolhly, with a sea like gluss most 
of tho way and a good deal of very warm 
weather. This beiog the first voyage of 
tho Royal Arthur, great interest was mani- 
fested in the teat of her sea-going qualities 
and speed. The absence of heavy weather 
gave no opportunity to ascertain how ahe 
would stand it, but so far as speed ia con- 
corned, all are delighted, more especially us 
a record has been established. 

In appearance tho now fligBhip ia very 
different from the W arspitc. She sits low- 
er in the water, is a little narrower and 
looks leBS heavy. In general appearance 
the Royal Arthur is not unlike the Melpo- 
mene, though, of course, very much larger 
in all respects. Her armament iB all of the 
latest class, quick-firing guns, longer and 
smaller than thoae of the Warspite, the 
other equipment about tho same. Tho ad- 
miral's quarters are aft, very handsomely 
fitted up, and with an enclosed doorway 
opening on a stern wall,-,— a small balcony 
right arouud the stern. The wardroom is 
not on the side of tho ship like that on the 
Warspite, but runa right acrosB tho centre. 
It is a large, commodious room, finished in 
light woods, and very long. Amongst its 
appointments ia a piano, the property of the 
ward room ollicers, and a great source of 
entertainment. Besides her officers, tho 
Royal Arthur carries some 400 men. Fol- 
lowing aro the officers :

NO NEW LICENSES. 



The Board of Trade Building Associa- 
tion's Application Refused by 
the Commissioners. 



Regarding: Transfer- of Licensed Pre- 
mises—The Osborne House Case 
Further Adjourned. 



An adjourned session of the Licensing 
Commissioners for Victoria City was held 
yesterday afternoon, Mayor Benven and 
l'olice Magistrate Macrao on tho bench. 
Neither of tho applications for new licensee 
was granted, that of Mr. F. Elworthy, on 
behalf of tho B. C. Board of Trado Building 
Association, being refused, and that of Mr. 
Carlo Bossi, owner of tho Osborne House, 
adjourned by request of the applicant's 
counsel until Dr. Powell, the third Commis- 
sioner, should be present. 

After disposing of half a dozen transfers 
which had been temporarily sanctioned, the 
Board took up tho application of Steve 
O'Brien for a transfer of the Senate saloon 
license from premisea at 91 Government 
street to the adjoining premises, No. 93. It 
will bo remombered that when this applica- 
tion was before tho Board a tew days ago,. 
Police Magistrate Macrae raised tho point 
cf tho Board's power to grant the applioa- 
tion under Section 218 (a) of tho Act. 

Mr. Belyea (Bplyea&Gragory) hud looked 
into the matter carefully since the adjourn- 
ment of tho application, and yesterday 
argued that section 218 (a) did not apply to 
transfers but to tho use of tho original 
license under the extraordinary circum- 
stances enumerated, so that if the court had 
tho general power to grant transfers, that 
power was not interfered with or cancelled 
by Section 21S (a). He contended that the 
Commissioners had authority under the old 
Act, und that Section 21 S (a) simply gave 
additional powers, enabling the owner of 
premises, in tho event of their being re- 
built, to control the original license instead 
of the lessee. 

Mr. H. G. Hull opposed the application, 
holding that the granting oi a transfer was 
only ullowablo in the event of tire or some 
other of tho extraordinary circumstanceo 
recited— in other words, that the point wac 
well taken. 

After consultation, the Board announced 
that the application was refused, and Mr. 
Gregory then asked if tho Board would in- 
form him whether they were acting in their 
discretion in so dociding, or did they not 
consider that they had power to deal with 
the request ? 

" \Ve are acting in our discretion," the 
Mayor replied with a smile. 

The remuinder of the lieeuaes wub quickly 
disposed of, and the Board adjourned 
shortly after 4:30, the record of the day's 
proceedings being as below :

Ample Accommodation for Visitors in 
Chicago at Very Reasonable 
Bated- 



Ilailway Transportation Charges 
tbp Way of tlie Success of 
the Show. 



(Special correspondence of tho COLONIST.) 
CHtOAGO, June 10. — A visit to the World's 
Fair iB, to the minds of a great many Vic- 
torians, an undertaking requiring consider- 
able expericnoo as well as a similar measure 
sf cish. While the latter is correct enough 
in a relative sense certainly tho former is 
wide of the mark. With ordinary prudence 
anda mapof thecily noono ueedfear not being 
ablo to come and go in Chicago with perfect 
oaso. Whatever may be the cube later on, tho 
long expected crowd of visitors, who wcio 
to till tho city " chock-a-block," has not yet 
materialized, and hotel accommodatiou is 
only too plentiful, and that ut all prices. 
Visitors coming in from Montreal via the 
C. P. R. are lauded at Dearborn street sta- 
tion, in the heart of t ho city, and to illus- 
trate tho facility with which Chicago 
handles travellers I might say that although 
absolute strangers, uud without even the 
street address of tho hotel to which we were 
going, still, in less than an hour from the 
time wc reached tho depot, wo got off the 
street cars within one block of where we 
wished to go, although the distance from 
the station to our hotel is nine miles. Every- 
body seems glad to be ablo to help 
the stranger in finding his way about. Thus 
I had only to ask the ugeut of the baggage 
transfer company for the address of the 
hotel to which 1 wished to have him send 
the bu^guge, when he gave me the necessary 
information us to which lines of street cars 
to take in order to reueh our destination. It 
cost SI. 25 to tranship our trunk, etc., while 
car fares for two cost exactly tun cents for 
the entire distance. Moral — don't bring 
trunks. All that should ho necessary is 
hand-baggage, and the street oars, of courso, 
carry that tree for passengers. This is tho 
great lesson that the various transportation 
companies aro trying to impress on intend- 
ing visiters to the World's Fair. The accu- 
mulation of trunks, etc , is already quite 
large and u very short delay in claiming 
baggage is rewarded by finding that it has 
been sent to a warehouse for storage. Cloth- 
, ing of all kinds is cheap, and rather than 
trouble with buggago and laundries, it 
would be more convenient to pui L-iiase goods 
here. 

As to hotels — there is, at present, a most 
plentiful lack of boarders at every one of 
tho so-called World's Fair hotels, i. e., 
hotels whose rmnon d'etre is tho wonderful 
" White City," and, consequently, rooms 
are cheap. A neatly furnished bedroom 
on the first Door, overlooking a green field, 
und nice shady trees, yet within fivo 
minutes' ride of the grounds, can be had for 
$1.00 per duy, and plenty of vacant rooms 
at that. To show how tho hotel business 
has been overdone, tako the following in- 
stance, that of a company which erected a 
very large wooden structure, of quite tasty 
appearance ; and to make sure of being able 
to cope with the anticipated rush of guests, 
engaged fifteen cooks to attend to the cul- 
inary department of the caravunsary. The 
longed-for rush never came, and the num- 
ber of cooks has dwindled down to two or 
three, und not more than twelve or fifteen 
boarders in the whole establishment. It is, 
up to the present time at least, 
an unnecessary precaution to engage 
rooms in advance ; and, besides, already 
more than one hotel keeper has "gone to 
tho wall," carrying with him tho various 
" deposits in advance," made by those who 
wished to be dead sure of rooms when they 
arrived ! Almost every one of t he thousand 
and one "guides " contains lists of hotels 
with their rates, etc., and you can come to 
Chicago in perfect safety and try for your 
selves beforo making a final selection. 
Failing a " guide " there aro agents of the 
various "Information Bureaus," who board 
all inward trains somo distance outside of 
Chicago, and everything, even to the 
smallest detail, can be arranged with them. 
Not only ure these agents veritable walking 
directories, but they aro absolutely reliable, 
the transportation companies guaranteeing 
their integrity. Thus the responsibility of 
solving tho problem, " what shall I do " on 
entering a strange city of such vasn propor- 
tions as Chicugo and at such a time us the 
present, is almost entirely removed from 
one's shoulders. 

The question of cheap and good living 
need not trouble anyone -of course one 
must expect a somewhat higher price for 
meals on the fair grounds ; nor are these 
expectations disappointed. Ten cents for a 
cup of tea or coffee and ten cents each for 
sandwiches; cold roast beef, thirty-five 
cents per plate, with two or three slices of 
bread and butter, are prices that make even 
a British Columbian wince. Still, just out- 
side the fair grounds, for seventy-live cents 
one muy enjoy a lirst-rate meal of four 
courses, and very nicely cooked, too. 

Whether or not the World's Fair is to be 
a success seems at present to depend en- 
tirely on the transportation companies. The 
hotel men have, willingly or unwillingly, 
adopted a very reasonable scalo of charges, 
and should the next few months see even 
ten times the number of visitors 
now in Chicago, it is doubtful if the 
hotels could succeed in exacting anything 
like the prices that they aro reported to 
have asked a month or so ago. To all ap- 
pearances tho railroad companies could well 
afford to cut their rates at least thirty per 
cent., for, as a rule, trains running into 
Chicago present the spectacle of curs only 
taxed to half their capacity. At all events, 
every hotel man in the city, as well as 
everybody who has an interest in the won- 
derful "white city," devoutly pruys that 
railroads will eomo to tho rescue of that 
institution which at present is tending 
towards classification as a huge white 
elephant. A. G. S. 

TO TALK MONEY. 

Bankers' Congress at Chicago— Sir Distinct 
Sessions 'Will Discuss Financial 
Affairs. 

ClilCAGO, Jnnc 1!).— Chicago's population 
and wealth will bo temporarily increased 
during the next few days by tho presence of 
several hundred men, each worth a fow 
millions, more or loss. These are delegates 
to tho World's. Congress of Bankers and 
Financiers. The present week of tho Con- 
gress auxiliary is to bo given up to the de- 
liberation of six distinct congresses, which 
will deal respectively with banking und 
finance, boards of trade, stocks and bonds, 
water commerce, railroad commerco and in- 
surance. It io regarded as significant of 
tho feeling prevailing in financial circles 
that notwithstanding tho recent flurry, over 
1,000 eminent financiers, not only from this 
country, but also from Canada und Euro-' 
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Kennnn Coming lo Sew York,

THE LIBERAL CONVENTION. 

Tho Liberal convention meets to-day iu 
Ottawa. There is to be, it is said, a great 
gathering. Liberals from the cast and the 
west and the centre are either in Ottawa or 
aro on thoir way to that city. It is reported 
that all, or nearly all, the leading litthts of 
tho party aro to bo present. 

The Liberals seem to bo duly impressed 
with tho work they have to do. It is an 
exceedingly difficult work, whether im- 
portant or not. They will have to organize 
a thoroughly disorganized party, and to 
give strength and courage to a body that 
has become completely demoralized. 

Tho Liberals have been without a settled 
policy for some years. They have tried one 
device after another to recover tho ground 
they hud lost, but they have never succeed- 
ed in getting the confidence of the country. 
They have not, in fact, been able to bring 
about anything like solidity in their own 
rauks. Since tho deposition of Mr. Mac- 
kenzie thero has never been the proper de- 
gree of cohesion in the party to enable its 
members to work heartily together for any 
object. The truth is, there has not in the 
opinion of many Liberals, been anything 
worth contending for. 

Will Mr. Laurior be able to unite and in- 
spirit the divided and disheartened Liberal 
party? We very much doubt his ability to 
do this. What has ho to offer them ? He 
and his colleagues havo found that a policy 
which consists of nothing but negatives will 
noilhcr unite tho Liberal party nor win the 
confidence of the men who are not attached 
to any party. He must have something 
positive to offer them. What has he got of 
that nature to lay before the convention 2 
Nothing that has yet come to light. It is 
said that Mr. Laurier favors tariff reform and 
that ho is desirous to obtain reciprocity 
with tho United States. But his talk 
about tariff reform and reciprocity has de- 
generatcdintoabtrmgof generalities that may 
mean anything or nothing. It is under- 
stood that he has abandoned his 
aelieino ef unrestricted reciprocity or com- 
mercial union, but what has ho to offer in 
place of it? Some vague talk about a tarifl 
for rovenuo, which means, if it means any- 
thing, reducing the duties on some manu- 
factures and reiniposing duties on tea, sugar 
and some other articles that are now on the 
free list. As for reciprocity, Mr. Laurier 
can say nothing definite about that, as its 
extent and scope depend upon what the 
United States is prepared to do, and so far 
its Government and leading men have 
not bhown the slightest disposition to meet 
the views of Canadians in this matter. 

It must not bo forgotten that any pro- 
posals for revenue reform which Mr. Laurier 
may submit to tho convention, must show 
how a revenue sufficient to carry on tho 
Government, in a progressive manner, can 
he raised. If he does this honestly and in- 
telligontly wo are pretty sure his policy will 
not meet with tho approval of the loud-voiced 
free traders of his party. 

It is not to bo supposed that the Liberals are 
more able or willing to settle tho School ques. 
Hon or the Language question, or any other 
question in which tho people of the Domin- 
ion take an interest, than tho party 
now in power. Mr. Laurier, iu the 
settlement of those questions will havo pre- 
oUely tho same elements in the oountry.and 
within the ranks of his own party, lo deal 
With as has S.r John Thompson. And there 
mm* not many in the country who believe 
that ho can deal with them more firmly or 

ore fably than can the present Premier 
1, his collogues in the Government 
When tho difficulties tho Liberal leader has 
I meet and U.e material he has to work 
with are considered, ho will be a bold man 



indeed who will prodict that the Liberal 
party will ho moro solid, more coherent, 
and moro vigorous after tho convention dis- 
perses than beforo it met. 

THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church in Canada, which opened ita 
annual session in Urantford, Ontario, on 
tho 14th inst. , represents one of the largest 
and most influential roligious denominations 
in tho Dominion. According to tho last 
census the number of Presbyterians in 
Canada ia 705,199. This is a very largo 
proportion of a population of 4,832,670 
The increase of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada has moro than kept pace with tho 
growth of tho population of tho country. A 
century ago thero were in the whole of 
British North America only '20,001) persona 
professing tho Presbyterian faith. Theso 
were ministered to by twenty-two clergy- 
men. In 1870, a year after tho lust union 
was consummated, tho uumber of communi- 
cants was SS,2'JS, and of ministers 072. 
Since then tho number of communicants has 
very nearly doubled, there now being 1 7.'i,90l 
The contributions to tho schemes of the 
Church have during that time nearly trebled, 
and the contributions for all purposes moro 
than doubled. This shows that tho Presby- 
terian Church is in a flourishing condition, 
and thero ia reason to believe that in the 
future its growth will bo quite as rapid and 
as vigorous as it baa been in tho past 
Presbyterians exeroiso a powerful influence 
in eveiy province of the Dominion. Mem- 
bers of the denomination aro to be found 
taking a leading part in every movement 
that has for its object tho improvement of 
society or the advancement of religion. 

GA NA DA 'S Q UA RA N TINE. 

The peoplo of both Canada and the United 
States require at this particular time thut 
the quarantine of both countries be efficient 
watchful and in good hands. Tho countriei 
aro so closoly coi.nectod in many ways, thut 
inefficiency and neglect in tho matter of 
quarantine on the part of one may do irre- 
parable injury to both. It follows, there- 
fore, that persons whoso word is supposed 
to have weight should he particularly cure 
ful what they publish about the quarantine 
of either country. Tho public should not 
bo made over-confident by rose-colored 
pictures of tho quarantine urrangementa 
and assurances that all reasonable precau- 
tions against tho introduction of contagions 
diseases havo been made. Neither should 
they be needlessly alarmed and made dis- 
trustful by false reports of the equipment of 
the quarantine stations in tho two countries. 

At this time, when it is necessary that the 
public mind should be at ease about tho 
measures taken by tho Govornment to keep 
infi ctious disease out of the country, Dr. 
Edward Playter, an Ottawa physician, who 
spent some time last fall at Grossu Isle 
in an official capacity, has published a letter, 
in which ho states that the quarantine is 
not to be relied upon to prevent the in- 
vasion of the Dominion by cholera and 
smallpox. This, ho says, in face of the 
representations made to the contrary by tho 
dolegates at the quarantine conference held 
in New York a short time ago. Tho 
American newspapers make Dr. Play tor's 
statements the text of articles rt fleeting 
upon the Dominion authorities. They more 
than hint that the assurances made by the 
Canadian delegates at the conference were 
false and misleading. 

Tho Toronto Mail, wishing, no doubt, to 
get at tho truth of the matter, interviewed 
the Minister of Agriculture, the Hon. Mr. 
Angera. That gentleman spoko very plainly 
indeed about Dr. Playter and his state- 
ments. 

*' Dr. Playter is an old fool," he said 
with a great deal of emphasis, " and he has 
pestered the life out of me ever since I have 
been hero. Ho has always been an annoy- 
ance to the Government. Ho pestered Mr. 
Carling, my predecessor. He became an in- 
tolerable pest to Sir John Macdonald, and 
Mr. Foster had to turn him out of his ollicu 
to get rid of him." 

" Wuat is the trouble with the doctor ?" 

" Well, he cannot make a living appar- 
ently at his profession, and he wants to live 
on the Government. He formerly enjoyed 
an annual subsidy for his health journal, 
but since that has be>-n 8'opped he h>is been 
a persistent applicant for Government sub- 
ventions. It seems that he has written a 
pamphlet on diseases in aniinuls. Ho lias 
left human beinus and gone at other ani- 
mals, and he wants the Government to pub- 
lish it or pay him for it. His demands tire 
very modest. He thinks that half a million 
copies at least would be required to meet 
the public demand. The sum tho doctor 
wanted placed in the estimates for this pur- 
pose was 50,250 " 

" Was he not in the employ of the Gov- 
ernment last full ''. " 

" To get, rid of him we aont him down to 
Grease Islo for a couple of weeks, but his 
services were of no use. I have a report 
from Dr. Monti/. imbert giving an account 
of the doctor's incapacity for the work to 
which he was appointed. The Government 
would gladly employ him if his services 
were of any value to the country, but they 
are not. As to tho disclosures he offers tbu 
press, I had them all submitted to mo 
already in the shape of ono of his regular 
bulky documents, which ho is always bringing 
around to frighten us. The last time he 
was here ho made throats of what ho would 
do. If ho had been a younger man and said 
what he did 1 would havo — 1 would liavo 
helped him out." 

"As for the Crosse Isle quarantine sta- 
tion, •' said Mr. Angers in conclusion, " it is 
the b'St equipped and most efficient on the 
continent of North America. I havo hitters 
from the United Staten authorities declar- 
ing that our quarantine arrangemonts are 
almost ideally perfect." 

If our memory serves us tho G rosso Isle 
quuruntino station was examined by a com- 
mission composed of American and Canadian 
medical men, who reported favorably upon 
it. At any rato tho station is still open to 
all comers, and if our neighbors havo any 
doubts as to its efficiency it can easily he 
examined. This w ill bo both an easier and 
a cheaper way of arriving at tho truth 
regarding it, and of removing all doubts ua 
to its effioionoy, than keeping "a sharp look- 
out for cholera in thu direction of the Cana- 
dian borders as well as our own ports," 



ANOTHER HERESY TRIAL. 

Canadian Presbyterians are to havo their 
heresy trial. Tho gentleman arraigned for 
hotsrodoxy is not only a minister, but a 
teacher in a theological college He is tho 
Rev. Dr. John Campbell, professor of 
Church History and Apologetics in tho 
Montreal Presbyteriun College. Tho al- 
leged lioretical utterances ure contained in 
an address which tho reverend gentleman 
delivered not long ugo iu tho Convocation 
Hall of Queen's College, Kingston. Iu that 
discourse Dr. Campbell drew a contrast be- 
tween the representations mado o£ the na- 
ture and character of Deity in tho Old 
Testament and in the New. He evidently 
finds it difficult to reconcile tho views of 
God as set forth in tho Old Testament with 
Hia character aud attributes as depicted in 
tho New Testament, He says : 

The prevailing Old Testament notion con- 
cerning God wus that of an Oriental 
monarch, subject to no law, ruling ab- 
solutely, sitting upon the circle of tho earth 
aud looking down upon its grasshoppers 
beneath. A warrior king. Ho goes forth 
to tight for Israel against tho rest of His 
children. A judge. Ho sits upon Hia 
throne and tho malefactors tremble before 
Him, yes, and even the saints and holy 
ungels by hyperbole 

I do not find the itnporator in the New 
Testament, nor the judge, uor the warrior, 
nor tho avenger. 

The difficulty which Dr. Campbell raises, 
others havo found formidable, and some, iu 
despair of reconciling such apparently op- 
posite viewa of Deity, havo rejected 
Christianity altogether. It ia evident that 
Dr. Campbell sympathizes with these 
doubters for ho says : 

Tho moral difficulties of tho Old Testa- 
ment, in view of Chriat'a teaching, are in- 
surmountable, whether that touching ia 
found in our Lord's moral precepts, in His 
aotions, or in tits portraiture of His Father's 
character. God, even the Father, is a being 
whoso moral perfections are not only 
imitable by men, but constitute the stand- 
ard of Ilia children's morality. The 
children aro to bear I he Father's image in 
promoting pence and forgiving injury, in 
blessing him who curaes and in refusing to 
resist evil. 

Dr. Campbell does not attempt to recon 
cilo theso seemingly conflicting views of tho 
nature of Deity. He says : " I used to try, 
ua an apologist, to explain the moral diffi- 
culties away, wounding tho Father in tho 
house of his friends." His explanation, if 
it is an explanation, is ingenious ; but we 
do not see how it can be made to accord 
with the generally received idea of the in 
spiration of Scripture. He seems to think 
that in the early days of tho world meu 
spoko of ita Ruler and Maker, not as Ho is, 
but uccording to their ideas of Him. It ia, 
perhaps, best to let him speak for himself. 
He says : 

When I was a child I spoke as u child, I 
thought as u child. There was a child- 
world, and thus it spoke and thought. Tho 
child-world had a Father, and it had a 
goblin. Tho Father waa real, and 
thu goblin, though a liar, wus very 
real, too, us be still ia. The child-world 
lived in tho interval between the darkness 
and the dawn, when things aro indistinct 
and men walk as shadows. Sometimes 
they knew the Father aud loved Him as 
they only could, but at others they took 
tho goblin for the Father or iho Father for 
the goblin, and were aoro afraid and terri- 
bly perplexed. These interviews the child- 
world wrote down in their diaries, which 
the Father saw with grief. 

This seems to bo the full extent of Dr. 
Co mpbelPs alleged heresy. People will no 
doubt, be, as they are in the case of Dr. UriggP, 
divided in opinion as to whether or not the 
viewa onnuoiated are heretical, and it is not 
likely that the decision of the Church Courts 
will convince those who have come to a dif 
ferent conclusion that they are wrong. I 
ia surprising to see how few aro induced to 
change their minds by tho discussions on 
such subjects by deliberative bodies and 
controversial publications. It ia needless to 
say that Dr. Campbell ia a most estimable 
man in every relation of life, and has hither- 
to been an exceedingly useful ono.

When 
the Mark Curry left Vancouver there were 
ten vessels loading for all parts of the 
world, and others were daily expected to 
have orders to ship cargoes.

Valuable Discovery ot Yellow Ochre 
—Another Political Parson -Im- 
portant lieffulatious. 

i\'e\v Telegraph Line— Waiter on a 
Steamboat Drowned-Miningr Mat- 
ters— General Development. 



' (Special Correspondence of the Colonist.) 

Kaslo, June L>.— Kurly laat week three 
young fellowa named Gillia, Adams and 
Anderson, made a valuablo discovery of 
yellow ochro on tlio north shore of the lake, 
nbout seven n.iles from town. The vein is 
fully six feet wido and of uuknown depth, 
and it can be traced for several hundred 
eet. A peculiarity ol the vein ia that run- 
ning parallel with it and connected thereto 
ia a foot vein of rock bearing gold and 
silvor in equal quantities and of high 
grade. The ochre is the pure article, and 
can be taken out in immenao blocks. Some 
idea of its value may bo gleaned from the 
fact that an oiler lias been mude to the 
owners of six cents, per pound for all that 
can be produced, the buyer guaranteeing to 
erec f - u mill at the site for pulverizing the 
rock. The ochre, or mineral paint, when 
mixed with oil, makes a beautiful yellow 
substance that would delight the heart of 
any knight of the brush. This is the only 
discovery of the article in quantities in the 
Province, though Droppings rimy be seen in 
various places on the lake shore; ulso near 
Kemp's mineral springs. There ia a mine 
of the article in the Cieur d'Alenes, hut it is 
so impregnated with sand that it does not 
pay to work. The trio of fortunate pros- 
pectors some weeks ago located a ledge 
bearing ruby silver to the value of S730 to 
the ton, which, with the laut strike, makes 
a group of four valuable locations in that 
neighborhood. 

A big mass meet ing of tho citizens was 
held in the Comique concert hall on Tues- 
day. C. A. MoAun, barrister, acted aa 
chairman, and, alter calling tho meeting to 
order, invited R, Green to address the 
audience, which ho did at some length upon 
the question of the Government making 
Kaslo a port of entry, offering, at the same 
timo, a set of resolutions in support. These 
were adopted ai.d a petition circulated and 
numerously signed. \V. M. Hucke then 
olfercil a resolution asking the local Govern- 
ment to erect a court hou»e hero, which 
was also adopted. Rev. D. M. Martin fol 
lowed in a lively speech, denouncing tho 
railway company, the Government and tho 
member for West Kootenay in particular. 
This speech called forth loud-voiced re- 
marks for and against, creating much mer- 
riment. W. Baillie replied ut length to Mr. 
Martin, denying what had been said against 
his concern, stating that his company were 
prepared to redeem all the promises maele 
by them to the public. The meeting then 
adjourned. 

Barrister lSucke has a notice in this 
week's issue of a local paper announcing 
that a company for which he is acting will 
apply to the Le gislature next session for a 
charter to construct a railway to.tlio mines 
in opposition to the Kaslo Sloean company. 
It ia believed the Great Northern are at the 
back of the movomeut, as a number of their 
leading officials have been here looking over 
the ground. 

The latest movo in mining circles hero ia 
the upproachnient to the Bastion & Mon- 
tana Alining Co. by another influential com- 
bination from tho States regarding the 
sampling work. Should the negotiations 
terminate satisfactorily, tho former will 
construct their works at New Denver, while 
the latter organization will erect powerful 
smelting works here. Prom present ap- 
pearances, it is believed the plan as stated 
will be carried out. 

Great satisfaction is expressed at the an- 
nouncement that the C.P.R. will construct 
a telegraph line to Kaslo from Revelstoke, 
via Now Denver, and thence to Nelson. 

A number of leading citizens presented 
Freddie Wilson with "a handsome Bilver 
medal the other night for saving tho life of 
R. McMillan on the lake on May 24. 

Tenders are being asked for the new Pres- 
byterian church, to be in by Monday next. 
On Friday night the Episcopalians meet to 
discuss church matters and to arrange for 
the erection of an edifice. The Methodists 
are moving slowly with their building 
scheme, while tho Catholics havo dropped 
theirs for the present. However, the latter 
are endeavoring to erect a hospital here, 
having received tho oiler of a free site. 

Laatlfriday was unlucky to two of tho 
citizens. D. Cameron slipped off the side- 
walk on Third street and broke the bones 
of his ankle. At first it was feared tho leg 
would havo to be amputated, but fortun- 
ately the break is healing gradually and 
satisfactorily. W. A. Bauer, surveyor, 
while working on the South Kaslo towusite, 
was unfortunate enough to cut his right 
ohoulder with an axe. Dr. Bruner attended 
to both eases. 

A couple of Vancouverites, named Doug- 
las and Lieruay, rescued a fisherman from 
drowning on Tuesday on the opposite side 
of the lake. The bitter had takeu a fit and 
was being held in the boat by a small hoy. 
He was brought, back to the city and soon 
recovered. 

One hundred feet of a tunnel is to be run 
on tho Mammoth mine at once. 

The '■Nelson" lost her favorite waiter, 
Charles Mat-low, on Friday, on her down 
trip. While the boat, was taking on wood 
at the- Boundary, Charlie and another 
waiter went for a ride in the river in a 
small canoe. They had only gone about 
fifty feet when Hi" f ail craft was caught in 
an eddy and overturned. By means of a 
log the companion of u.e ujnmed man made 
good his escape to the shore, but Charlie 
immediately sank, only coming to the 
surface once, notwithstanding the strenuous 
efforts made to save him. An attempt was 
made to recover the body, but without 
avail, tho current having carried it away. 
The fatality happened beforo tho eyes ot 
the passengers and crow on the steamer only 
a few feet away. Marlow was but years 
of age, hailing from Spokano. Tho Nelson 
carried her flags at half-mast for several 
days. 

Messrs. Middaugh and Humphreys, re- 
presentatives of the powerful Minneapolis 
syndicate which recently invested heavily in 
this district, havo been in town these last 
few days. In conversation they stated that 
the company would shortly press the sale of 
their properly in Four Mile City and New 
Denver. They had 100 men now at work 
on their mines near Bear City, and their 
number would be largely increased bo as to 
thoroughly develop the properties for the 
shipment of ore. The syndicate were here 
to make money, and they would endeavor 
to advance the interests of the district as 
well as t heir own. What oro wns taken 
out would be probaply sent to Pilot Bay for 
treatment, if possibli ; and if not, to their 
own works in Montana. 

Jim Winchester took" a party of friends 
out to 8co the Solo mine, on Sunday. When 
they arrived there, Jim stopped outside for 
a time, permitting tho others to enter the 
tunnel. When in about twenty feet they 



elisturbed a largo boar, which made a ru9h 
for the opening, overturning tho whole 
party. Winchester, hearing and under- 
standing the row. secured a pick, and, when 
tho bear appeared, sunk tho point into its 
skull, killing it instantly, much to the relief 
of his frienda. 

Last Wednesday, a two-foot ledge of 
galena was diacovered in tho gulch opposito 
the city. 

Great headway is being mndo with tho 
clearing of the right of way for tho railroad, 
which will soon be completed.— Tho new 
jail and Government offices will bo finished 
in a few days. — Work on tho citizens' 
wharf is proceeding in a satisfactory man- 
ner. — The Byers Hardware Company have 
had a floating wharf and warehouse erected 
for their own use. — Nothing is being done 
towards building the road and wharf for 
the sampling works. — Several new build- 
ings have gone up. 

High water has forced the sawmill to dis- 
continue operations, Tho water ia eighteen 
inches higher than last year and still going 
up. It will bo at least six weeks beforo tho 
mill is running again. 

Word enmes from Now Denver that the 
owners of the Grady group havo refused an 
ofl'er oil $175,000 for tho property, they 
wanting £230,000. Tho ledge in the prin- 
cipal mine is sixteen feet wido. r 

Rich strikes are reportod from tho Solo 
and Mountain Chief mines, tho latter assay- 
ing as high as 2,."il)0 ounces. 

An old miner, recently from tho Duncan, 
reports a location of gold-bearing quartz, 
the vein boing ten and a half foot wide and 
traceable for 100 feet. It assays SloS to tho 
ton. 

Forty thousand dollars has been offered 
K. H. Kemp and J. Harding for tho Gem 
City mine, by Spokane parties. It will 
doubtless he accepted. 

From Duncan City comes word of another 
strike of paying galena near there, this 
time on Grizzly creek, by two men named 
Davidson and lCvans. Cray copper runs 
thickly through tljo ledge. 

The electric light company aro canvass- 
ing for orders preparatory to putting in u 
plant to cost §25,000. 

Dr. Kilbourne, of Seattle, is inspecting 
his properties on Jackson creek, the chief 
of which is the Northern Belle. Ho will 
commence shipping ore as Boon as tho road 
is in shape. Last Sunday the Idaho took 
nut several tons belonging to tho Doctor, 
which he is shipping to Aurora, 111. 

Tho wagon road is in good condition for 
fifteen miles, as far as Sproule's ; but the 
progress made is very slow. Two stages 
are running daily now both ways. 

Litigation is likely to ensue shortly as to 
the ownership of a portion of tho towusite; 
also for the control of a well known mining 
property. 

M. F. White and E. S. Savage have lo- 
cated two paying ledges of galena fifteen 
miles up the South fork. They assay 150 
ounces. 
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CUTTING RATES. 

The Transcontinental Railways— Some 
Vlieiii Materially Reduce Fares— 
Others Indifferent. 

St. Paul, June 17.— Tho Northern Pacific 
has met the drop in rates announced by the 
Great Northern and will, commencing June 
18, make tho following rates to Montana, 
Idaho, Oregon and Washington from St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth or Superior to 
Helena or Butte; First-class §25, second §18 j 
to Spokane, first §30, second §20; to Port- 
land, Tacoma and Seattle and all other 
North Pacific coast and I'uget Sound points, 
first-class $35, second $'25. 

New York, June 17 — Tho Herald says: 
San Francisco transcontinental rates took 
another tumble yesterday. The Canadian 
Pacific Railway again carried out ita prin- 
ciple of insisting on a differential of ten per 
cent, below the rates by any other line be- 
tween New York and Eastern cities and 
San Francisco, It made a reduction of ten 
per cent. below tho last class rates 
announced by the Southern Pacific, 
the now rates being as follows : 
First-class, §2 02 ; second-class SI. 79 ; 
third-class, §1.40; fourth-class, 8101J: 
fifth-class, SI 01; class A, §1 01; class 15, 
SI; class C, $1; class D, Si: and class E, §1. 
The Southern Pacific issued a tariff to day 
meeting the same rates, thus wiping out the 
differential, Which it claims tho Canudiau 
Pacific is not entitled to. Tho Southern 
Pacific has some commodity rates far below 
the SI mark, which ita rival has not yet 
essayed to meet. It seems plain that the 
Canadian Pacific will not go below §1. 

ClllOAOO, June 17. — The other roads are 
not disposed to let tho recent cuts made by 
the Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific hurry them into the fight, though 
there is no denying tho fact that they are 
decidedly worried over the chances of a 
rate war setting in just when they have de- 
cided to run no World's Fair excursions or 
give no cheap fares until after August 1. 
No immediate action will be taken to meet 
the rates made by the Great Northern und 
Northern Pacific.

A REGULAR ECCENTRIC. 

A Former Laborer Disinherits Ills Son and 
Leaves a .Million Dollars to the 
Church. 

PlTTSBCRO, Pa., lune 1!). — The body of 
Peter McCoy, sr. , will bo buried from his 
late residence to-morrow. He left his pro- 
perty, worth about SI. 000,000, to the Ro- 
man Catholic church. McCoy, who could 
neither read nor write, oame here from 
Cleveland in 1835, and began life us u tlay 
laborer. Eventually he became a contractor 
and made a fortune. Some time ago his 
wife died at St. Francis hospital, where he 
sent her for treatment, He gave her a 
royal funeral, but refused to attend it. The 
remains ol Mrs. McCoy were taken from the 
hospital to her husband's house. He would 
not stay in the house while the corpse wj.s 
there. When the body was placed in tho 
bourse McCoy sat on the curbstone 
opposite and chaffed the mourners. 
He said he hoped they would have a pleasant 
time, and refused to go to the cemetery wit h 
thorn. For many years McCoy did not at- 
tend church. To Father Canevau, ol St 
Paul's cathedral, he said that when he went 
to church he was poor, and that when he 
quit going he became rich. Father Caneviu 
convinced him his poverty had not been duo 
to his attendance at church, and McCoy re- 
joined tho fold. The funeral will be attended 
by McCoy's only child, Peter McCoy, jr. , 
who will be in charge of a keeper. He is 
serving a threo months' sentence in the 
workhouse for assault, and petitioned tho 
court to be allowed to see his father buried. 
Tho young man, who was educated in tho 
beat colleges in tho country, was greatly 
disappointed with his father, who cut him 
oil' in l?is will because he was unable to 
make anything of him.

At Sl:5 last evening the City Council 
oamo to order with a huge batch of business 
beforo it and prospects of a heavy session. 
Realizing this, tho aldormen got down to 
work at once. Mayor Beavon was in the 
chair, the others present being Aldormen 
McKillican, Belyea, Styles, Bragg, Miller, 
Henderson, Munn and Baker. 

On tho motion to finally pass tho Esti- 
mates by-law, 

Ald. Baker moved to roduco the amount 
to bo granted to tho B. C. Agricultural 
Society from §3,000 to Si, 000, but there was 
no seconder, and the by-law wus then 
finally read und pussed. 

ALP. Baker said he must enter a protest 
against that voto of $3,000 for the Agricul- 
tural Association. When this mat- 
ter was up beforo the Council 
lust week ho had courteously and 
politely asked for some information, und 
tho only reply he got was a dirty, mean, 
contemptible letter which appeared in the 
Colonist signed by a man named W. H. 
Ellis, who had considerable of a swelled 
head and a big head, or ho would never 
have written that letter ho wrote in the 
Colonist. When he (Aid. Baker) hud 
asked for the information he bad not said 
there wus any dishonesty in the dealings of 
the Association at all, but just that he 
wanted to know what was going to be done 
with the inouey, and how much the Associa 
tion was in debt. If ho hud known more 
about tho affairs of the Association he might 
have voted for the §3,000 grant, but ub he 
didu't know anything about it he was not 
going to do so. 

The Council went into committee on the 
Streets By-law, when a clause was inserted 
to place discretionary power us to tho dis- 
charge of firearms within tho city limits in 
the Muyor or Chief of Police. 

Ald. Henderson thought the Council 
should have tho power to grant permission, 
und not tho Mayor or Chief of Police, or any- 
ono else. 

Ald. Stvlks thought that all rifle shoot- 
ing at Clover Point should bo stopped, as 
the practico was a dangerous one, moro par- 
ticularly as thero wero innumerable places 
uround the city much more suilablo than 
Clover Point. Certainly thero had not been 
anyone killed so fur, but any day there 
might bo a serioua accident. 

ilj>. Munn did not see whero the dangor 
came in. Tho place waB clear on both sides, 
so that anyone approaching could be seen 
and the danger was minimized. 
Tho by-law was reported complete w s " 

amendments, t!r,'J^ g. Viug cho rl&t'itala per- 
mission to shoot at Clover Point, and the 
Council to grant permission by motion for 
t ho discharge of firearms in the city limits. 

Ald. Bkacg, rising to a question of privi- 
lege, wanted the clerk to read tho pro- 
cedure by-law so that tho Aldermen might 
know how they wero to go about 
the business of the Council. He objected 
to the Mayor " dishing up' the bnsiness 
any way he liked. For instance, what bod- 
iless had tho Mayor to bring up the by- 
lawa first. 

The Mayor expluined that the by-lawa 
wero taken up bo as to have them in time 
for this week's Gazette. 

The Council went into committee on the 
Revenue by-law, which was reported com- 
plete. 

Al.D. McKlLLICAN moved that the collec- 
tor of taxes do continuo the collection of 
tuxea according to tho law. This motion 
was simply a formal one to comply with the 
statute, which requires a renewal of power. 

Ald. Belyea moved, seconded by Aid. 
McKillican, that the Mayor be authorized to 
make arrangements with tho Bank of 
B.N. A. for a temporary loan of S10.7S8 to 
curry on tho Local Improvement work of 
extending Broad street. Curried. 

Ald. Belyea moved, seconded by Aid. 
McKillican, that a clause be inserted in all 
contracts entered into by the Corporation of 
the City of Victoriu, prohibiting the em- 
ployment of Chinese in connection with the 
work, or of material in the manufacture of 
which Chineso are employed. 

Ald. Belyea explained that in looking 
through specifications ho had found that 
there was a clause prohibiting the employ- 
ment of Chinese directly or indirectly, but 
it would bo difficult to say what indirect 
employment was. This motion was to 
place the Council in a consistent position, 
for there was nothing now to prevent the 
contractor buying all his raw materiul from 
people who had only Chinese employed in 
its manufacture. 

Ald. Bak EE wanted to know when this 
would take effect. 

The Mayor— If it passes to-night it will 
take place immediately. 

Ald. Miller thought there wus scarcely 
a lumber yard in the city where Chinese 
wero not employed, tho same being the 
oaso with tho brickyurds. If Aid. Belyea 
would fix a date ut which this should come 
into forco ho would support it, but other- 
wise ho would have to voto against it. 

Ald. Bragg had tho idea that this was a 
motion which would bear scrutiny. He 
claimed he hud been a consistent opponent 
of Chinese. If ho had to voto against this 
by-law it would not bo because he was not 
in harmony with tho principle, but because 
he did not like to see the spirit 
in which it was moved. Ho insinu- 
ated that tho Mayor had something 
to do with the motion, as he had heard that 
the Mayor had Aid. Belyea in training for a 
seat in tho next Legislature — possibly for 
the position of Attorncy-Generul. (Laugh- 
ter ) The mm who owned brickyards, Aid 
Raker, ex-Aid Dumber and others, always 
paid good wages, or tried to, even if they 
did employ Chineso. Ho would not vote 
for the resolution unless Aid. Belyea would 
start a brickyard and run it with white 
labor. In conclusion ho would say ho 
thought, this wus ono of tho best moves Aid. 
Belyea bad made, and he wus in favor of 
the Fpirit of it but he could not vote for it, 



as it would embarrass somo people who had 
to use Chinese labor uuless a time limit 
were put in. 

The Mayor declined tho honor Aid. 
Bragg would have thrust upon him of hav- 
ing anything to do with the present resolu- 
tion, and di<l not wish to detract from tho 
credit due Aid. Belyea. for it, 

Ald. ISakeu announced that ho was going 
to Tote uguinst the- motion. He employed 
Chinese labor in his brickyard, and ho was 
aure Aid, Belyea had a Chinaman working 
in his house. 

Ald, Belyea— No, I haven't. 

Ald. BAKER continued that if this motion 
carried it would be impossible to get either 
brick or lumber which were not manufac- 
tured by Chinese. 

Ald. McKillican suggested that, after 
listening to tho remarks that had been mude 
by the so-called " labor candidates " in the 
Council, ono would think that tho working- 
men wanted tho Chineso to stay in the 
country and do all the work of manufactur- 
ing. Let this resolution pass and tho white 
workingmen would get employment notonly 
in the handling of tho rnatoriul but in the 
manufacture of it, and tho Chineso would 
be driven out. 

Ald. Munn was afraid the resolution, if 
carried without a time limit, might doaomo 
injustice to thoso who had material on 
bund, otherwise ho did not object to it. So 
long us such a prineiplo could bo mado 
workable, he would ussist in carrying it 
out. He moved in amendment that the 
material cltiuBC do not come into operation 
for three months. 

Ald Henderson agreed with the prin- 
ciple, but did not think it should be put 
into operation immediately. Ho seconded 
Aid. Munu's amendment, but agreed with 
the principle of the motion, which if carried 
out in all respects would have tho effect of 
driving out the Chinese. 

Ald. Styles favored tho principle of tho 
motion, which be considered struck at tho 
very root of tho Chinese question, und was 
the first practical move that had been made 
to drive tho Chinese out. But there were 
difficulties in the way, and somo time 
should he given before it came into force. 

ALD. Biuao again ttlked. He said this 
question had many sides. For instance, it 
had a "unitarian side." Ho suggested 
that Aid. Belyea consider the motion a 
little more; at any rate ho would not voto 
for it, and ho did not care who knew it. 

Ald. Belyea congratulated Aid. Bragg, 
" tho friend of tho working-mas," on the 
peculiar stand he had taken. He would 
first say that the motion had been written a 
month ago, and would have been moved 
when the motion to let a certain contract 
came up, but tenders wero called for 
without tho matter coming beforo the 
Council. The fact was ho had 
thought of this early in tho year when the 
election campaign was ou, and had then 
thought it was a funny thing that the 
Council should Bay to u contractor "you 
shall not employ six men to lay those 
bricks on that houso," but at the same tinio 
would allow Urn to - on)ploJ , IfjfJ mh m M Bg 
tho bricks. He denied emphatically that 
ho was pretending to bo a friend of tho 
«7urKUlg men. He had not mado any such 
pretences, but wua a consistent friend of the 
working men at all times, and when he 
wanted to disagree with them he did not 
hesitate to tell them bo and that 
plainly and without humbug. (Hear, 
hear.) For himself, he had no 
desiro to work any hardship on any man, 
and would havo accepted the amendment 
but for the remarks which had been made 
by nieiiibeiB of the board, compelling him to 
stand by his motion as introduced.
